Counterfeit gasoline coupons have brought about a condition that affects all gasoline dealers to the 
extent that we believe extraordinary care in the observance of gasoline rationing regulations must be taken 
to avoid serious consequences. For this reason, we call the following to your attention: 


It is illegal for anyone to have in his possession a gasoline ration coupon that does not have the license 
number of the motor vehicle for which it was issued, written or stamped in ink on the front where space is 
provided, or if no space is provided, on the back. If a ration was issued under a Certificate of W a r Neces­ 
sity, or for a vehicle that is part of a fleet, then the Certificate Number or the name and address of the fleet 
owner must be written or stamped in ink on the gasoline ration coupon. 


It is illegal for any operator of a motor vehicle to offer to anyone from whom he is buying gasoline 
a coupon that is not endorsed in this manner. Dealers must not endorse coupons that are presented to them 
by their customers; the coupons must be endorsed by the customers before being presented to the dealers. 


Dealers are responsible for checking to make sure that the endorsement is the same as the license on 
tile car. Should the coupon presented to the dealer prove to be a counterfeit, O P A can locate the person 
that presented the coupon from the license number. 


It is our understanding that if the number on the counterfeit coupon is the same as the license number 
on the car for which the coupon was presented that the O P A investigators consider that the dealer has 
done his part and will conduct the investigation directly with the customer, lf, on the other hand, tile en­ 
dorsement was not made by the customer, or if the endorsement does not correspond with the license 
number of the car for which it was presented, the dealer is in violation of the regulations and subject tc 
prosecution.
